fiuftticial responsibility. But, why 
Hhoukl they hesitate? Simply because 
quarantine matterH fall within the 
ucopo of Federal functions, and wo aro 
told that tho Federal Government "ill 
not bo responsible for acts done with- 
out their Hanction, under local laws. 
It occurs to ufl that to nmka the culpa- 
ble withholding of Federal quarantine 
regulation,- au excuse for shirking re- 
sponsibility ia not altogether what one 
would expect from a large and wealthy 
Government, Tho object of the pre- 
sent remarks is not so much to com- 
plain of tho pa°t, as to urge the im- 
portance of making timely and fitting 
provision for the future. It. will be no 
time when the plague is at our door to 
appeal to Ottawa. In matters of this 
sort, to bo effective, action must be 
prompt and decisive. Undoubtedly, 
if the smallpox came to-morrow, Vic- 
toria would have to take measures for 
protecting herself, no matter on whom 
the financial responsibility mi^ht fall. 
But something more than mere local 
self-protection appears to be demand- 
ed. Ii. i» here where tho battle with 
tho plague should bo fought. Here, 
at the portals ot the country, it must 
ho met and grappled with in the inter- 
eat and on behalf of the entire Prov- 
ince. Under these circumstances, it 
seems most unfair that the whole re- 
sponsibility should bo thrown upon 
this ningle community. The local Gov- 
ernment should take immediate steps 
for having the whole matter put right 
with tho Federal authorities, both as 
regards the liquidation of past respon- 
sibilities and future proceedings, Wo 
observe in alate number of the " Can 
ada Gazette" an Order in G mncil con- 
taining regulations to be followed in 
respect of all ports in the Dominion, 
with tho exception of such as are regu- 
lar Quarantine Stations. Tho 13th 
clause of this Order in Council reads 
an follow*: — "The Collector of Cua 
toms of tiach and every port of Canada 
except the regular Quarantine Stations 
of Quebec, Halifax and St. John, New 
B.unswick, and any other Regular 
Quarantine Station which may here- 
after bo established by Proclamation 
of tho Governor-Gonoral, is hereby 
authorized to act as a Quarantine Oiii- 
cer, under the provisions of these Reg- 
ulations, and Bhall by virtue of such 
olllce bo a Justice of the Peace under 
the authority and for the purposes of 
the Act 35 Vic, cap.

Terrible Marine Disaster! 

Probable Loss of the Propollor Coo. 3. 
Wrightwlth all on board ! 

Tho steamer Em nut, Capt. Lucky, tir- 
rivod from Nanaimo yesterday morning, 
bringing intalligenpa thut Indians bad 
discoverer! a quantity of wreckage oji the 
boacb near Cii{>t> Caution which nan nup- 
poaed to liuve come from tho missing pro- 
peller George S, Wright. Lutor in tho 
day tho Govim-h merit steamer Sir Janios 
Douglas namo in from Nunuitno, towing 
two canoes filled with Bellu Bella In- 
dians. These Ifidiau's statu that about 12 
days ago — with throe other csnoos of their 
tribe — they encamped on the beach of the 
Mainland at the mouth of Belle lalo In- 
let (a littlo south of Capo Caution) and 
close to tho village of tho Kuerguftuh In- 
dians—a tierco tribe of na\a ;os. Here 
they discovered tho poop dock, part of 
tho mast and tho pilothouse of a vessel. 
• pair of blankets *oqio deerskins, a dead 
deor, a quantity of cordwooul, arid a board 
trith tho nanio of some vessel painted 
upon it. They also found a plank tied 
to a boi as if some unfortunate per- 
son on board a sinking vessel had 
tried to make n raft and by this means 
reach the shore. Not far from the beach 
in deep water they saw two masts stick- 
ing out, which they suppose to belong to 
the wreck. The Indians remained live 
days on the spot, but saw no signs of 
bodies or any of the people from the 
wreck. Strango to say, also, tho Indians 
from the villngos, who are usually very 
curious about such matters, did not come 
near tho spot, nor were any of them seen ! 
One day an Indian clambered over the 
rocks for some distance and found a wo- 
man's chignon lying some distance from 
tho beach. Upon leaving the scone of the 
wreck they brought with thciu tho board 
with the namo on it which was at onco 
recognized by Mr. Wes. Huson at Aiort 
Bay as that of tho ruissiux steamer George 
8. Wright, as it bore the namo of that 
vessel. 

There is no room for doubt, then, that 
this brave little steamer has been loit, 

Eerhaps with all on board; or if any of 
er poople reached tho shore that they 
were killed by tho Indians or fro/.o 
to death from exposure before 
they could roach tho village. Tho 
George S. Wright was commanded by 
Capt. Ainsley, brother of Mrs. Mouat of 
this city, an experienced pilot. Frank 
Weidler, of Portland, was purser, and 
Mr. John Sutton, formerly of this city, but 
late of Portland, waschiof ongiueur. Among 
those known to he on board were Major 
Walker, Paymaster LI. S. Army (who had 
been to Sitka to pay tho tropps.J and wife, 
and three othor passengers. OlBoors, 
ev»w ivnd passengers are supposed to 
have numbered 18 or '20 souls. 

The cause of the disaster may nover he 
known. It is said tli»t tho steamer was 
very poorly provided witli canvas, aiul 
that iu oaso of her machinery breaking 
down she would have much difficulty in 
sailing. When at Nanaimo the chief en- 
gineer wanted to have tho ship beached to 
repair the dindiargo pipe; but for some 
reason this .Was not done. It is said, too, 
that ho complained of ids .assistant (a now 
man) as being incompetent, Other hands 
are said to have stated that tho vessel was 
in very bad condition, fierce gales pro- 
vided on tho coast during the month of 
January and it is thought that the disas- 
ter occurred on the downward trip, either 
by an explosion of tho boiler (us in tlio 
case of tho Emily Harris) or by tho break- 
ing down of tho machinery.

Yesterday morning, about 10 o'clock, 
tho wife of Richard Coplan'.a riBideat of 
Quebec Street, James Bay, missed her 
littlo son, aged about L years, from the 
house. She searched high and low and 
wont some distance down tho road to the 
beach. Not finding him there she re- 
turned nud examined an old woll in the 
rent- of tho yard, in which tho water was 
some three or four feet deep. She still 
saw no sign of tho child and went and 
alarmed hor husband, who was lyintrabed 
ill. Mr. Copland ran to tho well and 
thoro he saw the poor littlo fellow's arm 
in tho water. He was quickly pulled out 
and all that tho distracted parents and 
kind neighbors could do to resuscitate 
him was done; but all to no pur- 
pose. Tho vital spark had tlod. 
About one week ago the boy fell 
from a wagon and broke one of his arms, 
which was in a sling when he fell into the 
water yesterday, and but for that circum- 
stance it is thought that ho would have 
saved himself. The poor boy was in the 
habit of going to the well to float bits of 
stick. An inquest will be held to-day. 

Madrid dispatches of tho 10th inst. say 
that the King's disposition to quit the 
throne is attributed to a difference bo- 
twecn his 'Majesty and the Ministry, which 
aroHQ in November last, when tho Gener- 
al of Artillery, Don Hidalgo, was promot- 
ed to a Captain-Generalship in the Bas- 
que Provinces and a majority of tho offi- 
cers in the artillery arm of the service 
resigned their commissions, at the sumo 
time protesting against tho promotion as 
irregular and unjustifiable, and also re- 
fusing to serve under Hidalgo because he 
participated in the massacre at San Gil 
barracks in 18(i0. Hidalgo, meeting with 
ho much opposition, finally resigned, and 
the officers withdrew their resignations; 
but the Ministry recently appointed him 
to a new and important command in Ca- 
talonia, and the artillery officers retnrnod 
their protest against it and again sent in 
their resignations. The Ministry disre- 
garded them, and appealing to the Cortes 
obtained nearly a unanimous vote of con- 
fidence. The King from the betrinning 
disapproved of the promotion of Hidalgo, 
and feels afironted because the Cabinet 
competed him', through a vote of tho Cor- 
tes, to acquiesce in tho appointment. 

OPPBESSrvH AND HlG H-HANDED MflA- 

btjre. — Within the past few days a settler 
who pre-empted nnsurvoyed land atNeah 
Bay, 15 years ago, was notified by the 
United States officers of tho Indian Re- 
servation that the boundaries of tho Re- 
servation had been extended so as to in- 
clude a part of his land and all his farm 
buildings, valued at §18,000, which, as 
they were put up on nnsurvoyed lands, 
the authorities claim, now belong to the 
Government. The settler has a number 
of cattle grazing on his farm and he was 
coolly informed that he would bo allowed 
to pasture them (on land, mark you. that 
he had held 15 years) until May next at 
so much per head per aero. With all the 
boasted freedom of our neighbors, no 
such outrage could be perpetrated on 
British soil by British oflieers without 
subjecting tho perpetrators to severe 
punishment.

Letter from San Francisco- 

San FiiANciaco, Feb. 18th, 1873. 

Belioyiug that a few Hum almost on 
any subject will bo welcome to your 
roaders at this dull season of tho year, I 
have thought well to tend you a brief 
epistle. i»R 

As you are aware, the "good ship" 
Prince Alfred left your port on Wednes- 
day last and arrived hero on Sunday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock — -1 day's {passage— very 
good indeed, considering we had thirty 
hours strong head wind and heavy sea 
after rounding (Jape Flattery, thus making 
tho round trip from hero in seven days 
and a half. 

On a certain memorable occasion, a few 
months back, I had occasion to writo of 
the Prince Alfred, hor management, <tc, 
in rather condemnatory terms. It now 
gives mo much pleasure to apeak of her in 
the moatcoiiimemlatovi/ manner. Ono would 
scarcely know hor to be the samo boat, 
and the management, courtesy and atten- 
tion of officers and crow were everything 
that could be desired. Tho table, excel- 
lent and most tempting to those who 
oould enjoy a good meal in rough weather, 
but alas! few had that happiness! one had 
rheumatism and did not cure for getting 
up; another had boon seeing his friends 
before leaving and was bilious; another 
never cared for eating at «ea, thought it 
bad to do so; ofil smokers were trying to 
break off a little if possible; had a cold 
and did not enjoy the flavor of the weed. 
Every excuse was brought forward except 
tho right out,, that delightful sensation, 
"sen sickness;" but the yellow eyes and 
complexion told the truth. Our friend 
Mac of the survey never showed up from 
the hour we started until wo were within 
the Golden Gate. I know it is wicked, 
but. I just Wished one certain individual of 
your city to havo been with us. I am 
sure it would have done him good; it 
would have taken some of that venomous 
bilo out of him and mado him look more 
kindly on his fellow men, by Saint Georgo 
it would. 

Lt. 1). and J. C, from across tho bay, 
took the steamer for Panama this fore- 
noon. Mac of the suney started over- 
land this morning and I tako the same 
route Thursday morning. The report of 
snow blockades is all humbug, thoro has 
boon no delay beyond three or four hours 
from that cause. 

I hear everyone hero complain of hard 
times, everothing being very dull. Thore 
has been very little building going on in 
tho city fortho past year, and rents are 
going up accordingly, for people will flock 
to the city. 

Tho number of unemployed people is also 
very great. You soe them in hundreds at 
the street corners and wandering around 
with their hands in their poeketB. I havo 
met several of the survey men who have 
been here for three weeks and a month 
and havo not had a day's work. 

As we entered the harbor wo passed the 
harbor we passed the steamer Japan from 
China with tho "Yellow Jack" at her mast- 
head — the cause, small-pox. I don't liko 
tho word. She has 700 Chinese on board. 
Tho cry is stiil the come; we shall havo a 
Chinese colony hero ern long. The Mon- 
golians are to be quarantined, tho white 
folks fumigated and landed. 

What a catch it would have been for 
the Victoria Board of Health last spring 
if they had had the Japan to handlo in- 
stead of the Prince Alfred ; why you would 
have had to sell the city to pay the ex- 
penses. 

I had almost forgotten to mention that 
we hud a pleasant relief occasionally from 
tho monotony of a sea voyage, by the mer- 
ry laugh and pleasant smilo of some of 
your city young ladiew, who seemed nt 
times, when they were well themselves, 
hugely to oujoy the misery which some 
others were enduring. You know thero 
is about as little a mpatkyfor sea-sickness 
as for tooth-ache — and the notes nnd 
echoes from the various state-rooms we.ro 
not quite of the melodious character which 
were heard at the St. Andrew's Concert a 
few days before. 

J am snugly quartered at tho Brooklyn 
Hotel, to my mind the best and most com- 
fortable in the city, centrally located, 
capital table "and attendance, and in fact 
everything one could desire, especially for 
a family hotel, and tho charges moderate.
